Blogdhounds were taken to the 
scene of the crime this morning, 
but it is doubtful if they will be 
abise to pick up a clue ewing to an 
early morning rain. Sheriff Whit- 
field Ruhl has issued orders for ev- 
ery suspicious person to be picked 
up and efforts will be made to 
learn where some of the boot - 
leggers who have been driven out 
of town are now. 

Tracks of Man Near Window. 

The fact that the Benton W. C. 
T. U. was to have met at Vinton 
today causes the Sheriff to at- 
tribute the crime to bootleggers. 
He says the organization was pre- 
paring to make a new campaign 
against illicit stills and those who 
handle liquor, ‘Tracks found be- 
side the window indicate a large 
man was the assassin. Mrs. Cook 
was shot when she was preparing a 
paper to read at the W. C. fT. U. 
convention. 

It was reported at Vinton this 
morning that Mrs. Cook har been 
warned that unless she ceased her 
activities against the bootleggers 
harm would come to her. Mrse 
Cook had only returned from. the 
First Christian Church a few min- 
utes before she was shot. She had 
talked to her Sunday-school teach- 
ers about conditions in Iowa. Two 
months previous to the murder her 
home was egged and it was at 
that time that she is said to haye 
received a threat. 

Mrs. Cook’s home is in a bright- 
ly lighted part of the town and 
neighbors were sitting on their 
| front porches up to 15 minutes of 
they saw no 
suspicious persons. 

Conferred With Dry Officer. 

Mrs. Cook was in Cedar Rapids 
three weeks ago in conference 
with Roy R. Slade, prohibition en- 
forcement officer in this dfftrict, 
and gave to him the names of a 
number of persons in Vinton sus- 
pected of bootlegging. Slade has 
received several letters from Mrs. 
Geok since that time and on Sat- 
urday sent her a letter containing 
information regarding what he was 
doing to run down the men she 
suspected. 

Vinton has been the headquar- 
ters of a gang of bootleggers for 
years. Liquor is run to Vinton 
from Chicago and there turned 
over to another gang which takes 
it to Omaha, according to Federal 
officials. 

The murderer could haye escaped 
both east and west by train in an 
hour after the crime was commit- 
ted, but it would have been diffi- 
cult to have escaped by motor car. 
as rain fell all night and the roads 
were ankle deep in yellow clay. 

This is the second mysterious 
murder in Benton County in the 
last month, Frank Mommer, night 
marshal at Traer, having been 
murdered by burglars whom he 
caught in a physician's office. Two 
men killed him. One has been 
caught and has confessed. The 
other is missing. 

Mrs. Cook's husband is employed 
in Sioux City.

ALLIES -WILL INVITE GERMANY 
TO CONFERENCE ON SECURITY 


Painleve, Briand, Chamberlain anid 
Baldwin Prepare to Meet 
Stresemann.,

GENEVA, Sept. 8.—The _ allies 
have definfttely decided to invite 
Germany to a conference for con- 
sideration of the proposed security 
pact, a British spokesman  an- 
nounced today. 

The spokesman at the same time 
stated that Premier Painleve and 
Foreign Minister Briand of France, 
accompanied by Austin Chamber- 
lain, the British Foreign Secretary, 
are motoring to  Aix-Les-Baines 
this afternoon to confer with Stan- 
ley Baldwin, the’ British Prime 
Minister, and iron out the details 
of the projected meeting with the 
German Foreign Minister, Dr. 
Stresemann. 

Baldwin's trip, he continued, was 
not to be taken as an tndication of 
any. new crisis in the situation. 
which in fact continued hopeful. 

The allied and German jurists 
at their recent meeting in London 
drafted a provisional text for the 
security pact with indications of 
the point on which differences of 
opinion exist.

HEAT UNBROKEN IN 


CENTRAL. SECTIONS 


South Also Still Swelter 
Moderate Temperatureg 
Other Areas. 


By the Associated Press, 

CHICAGO, Sept. 8—Only in 
southern and central ‘sections are 
brows still being mopped and fans 
plied, cooling breezes, rains and 
storms having brought moderated 
temperatures to the rest of the 
areas held for days In heat’s thrall- 
dom. 

Scattering showers were the 
seeming answers to the special 
prayers said Sunday in Squth Caro- 
lina churches in compliance with 
a prociamation by § Governor 
McLeod. They brought.a measure 
of relief to drought-stricken sec- 
tions after intense heat had _ set 
records above the century mark. 

Tropical Storm in Gulf. 

' Apparently a tropical storm has 
moved into the Gulf of Mexico and 
its influence has been felt in the 
lower Rio Grande Valley. More 
than 10 inches of rain fell in two. 
days in Brownsville, Tex., where 
low lying sections were flooded and 
scores of motor tourists were ma- 
rooned nearby. The entire south- 
ern and southwesterly sections of 
the state were drenched to the de- 
light of farmers and _  cattlemen, 
who estimated the worth of the 
drops at their weight in gold. 

But in the corn belt the hopes of 
farmers have not been realized, 
and, weather reports say, are not 
likely to be for several days. 

‘St. Louis leads middle west cities 
in heat fatalities. Lack of water 
added to the sufferings of the heat 
stricken area and constituted a 
problem in the mountain sections 
of Tennessee where forest fires 
have been raging for many days. 
Fire fighters are seriously handi- 
capped by a scarcity of water and 
have had to haul their drinking 
water for miles. 

Mines and Rallroads Hampered. 

Mines and railroads are ham- 
pered in the Herrin, IIl., section. by 
a water famine. Residents de- 
pendent on the city supply are vic- 
tims of the shortage there and are 
drawing on neighbors’ welis and 
cisterns and on supplies brought in 


Drouth Conditions Continue to Pre- 
vail in Missouri, 

By the Aseociated Press 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. %8.— 
Drouth conditions continue to pre- 
vail in Missouri today. An official 
survey and report on damage will 
probably be made by the State 
Board of Agriculture within the 
next few days. A local shower 
last night caused .05 of an inch 
precipitation. It was the first rain 
in this vicinity for 19 days. The 
shower brought some  surcease 
from the heat, however, for today 
at 10 a. m. the Government re- 
cording thermometer registered 
only 86 degrees, compared with 
100 Monday and 106 Sunday.

| Fire, starting in the basement of 
the three-story brick building occu- 
pied by the Killark Electric Manu- 
facturing Co., 3940 Easton avenue, 
at 9:15 a. m. today, was fought by 
fire companies assembled by a gen- 
eral alarm, and brought under con- 
trol only after the building and 
contents were destroyed, with an 
estimated loss of $175,000, 

The fire had its origin, apparent- 
ly, from spontaneous combustion, in 
the lacquer room, in the rear of 
the basement. Smoke filtering into 
the office on the first floor attract- 
ed the attention of employes, and 
Miss Alice Kelly, an office employe, 


telephoned the alarm. 

A watchman, also detecting the 
fire in the basement, gave the 
alarm throughout the building, and 
75 employes, chiefly women and 
girls, at work on the upper floors. 
marched out in safety. 

Among the employes were two 
blind women-~—Miass Alice Griffith, 


on the first floor. They were led 
to safety by a forewoman. 
Section of Wall Falls, 

Fire Chief Alt directed five lines 
of hose on the front of the build- 
Ing, three lines on the east side and 
three lines In the rear. Fed by the 
‘inflammable materials In the base- 
ment the entire building was short. 
ly in flames. A section of a wall 
and a portion of a skylight fell. 
slightly injuring a fireman. 

Traffic, both street car and ve- 
hfele, was closed on Easton ave- 
nue, between Vandeventer avenue 
and Sarah street. The fire attract- 
ed a crowd of several thousand 
persons. 

Loss Partly insured. 

Joseph Desloge, president of the 
company, estimated the loss of the 
building at $100,000, and the los 
of the stock, consisting chiefly of 
electric conduits, transformers, 
switchboards and electric parts, at 
$765,000. The loss was partly tin- 
sured. kt 

An incident of the fire was the 
death of “Dan,” a fire horse of 
Company 25, stationed at Sixteenth 
and Mullanphy streets” “Dan” and 
his mate made the run for. the 
greater part of the distance at a 
gallop, and the exertion, coupled 
with the extreme heat, proved too 
much. “Dan” reached the (firs 
plug and fell dead. He was 10 
years old, and had been in the de- 
partment service six years. 

The building was constructed in 
1900, and was operated for many 
years as the Liederkranz Beer Gar- 
den.

en, former German dirigible pilot 
and construction adviser of the air- 
ship, said yesterday. 

In a formal statement he an- 
swered assertions of naval air sta- 
tion authorities that the new sys- 
tem had been thoroughly tested 
and could not have caused the dis- 
aster. Heinen had declared the 
trouble was traceable to the re- 
moval of eight of the 18 safety 
valves of the dirigible’s gas bags. 

“We learn from reports forward- 
ed from Lakehurst,’ Capt. Heinen 
said, “that tests were conducted 
with 10 of the original 18 valves 
shut off from operation and that 
nething happened when brought 
over pressure height. It is but 
fair to inquire why the all-impor- 
tant time element of such a test 
is omitted from the report. It is 
entirely conceivable that the ship 
could be lifted in quiet air slowly 
one valve working in 
communication with all gas bags, 
but an emergency is an entirely dif- 
ferent proposition.” 

“Device for Saving Helium.” 

Capt. Heinen sajd ‘a false feeling 
of security” had been engendered 
and the safety valves from being 
a “‘device for the protection of hu- 
man life,” became ad device for 
saving the valuable helium con- 
tained in the gas bags.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. §.-— 
Gov. Baker’s policy of “ignoring 
the Republican State Committee 


and Republican organization” 
would prevent any “good results” 
from a meeting of the Republican 
State Committee to advise the Gov- 
ernor on the State Board of Health 
muddle and charges of irregulart- 
tiles in medical licensure in Mis- 
sourt, State Chairman W. F. 
Phares of Maryville, declared in a 
statement issued yesterday at his 
home. 

The statement was in answer to 
suggestions by Republican leaders 
that the committee be called to- 
gether to advise the Governor on 
his course. As has been told, the 
Governor refused to remove Dr. 
Cortez F. Enloe, his close friend 
and politica] adviser, from the 
State Board of Health, after his 
removal had been demanded by 
Dr. Emmet P. North, president of 
the board, and James Stewart, sec- 
retary. Their complaint was based 
on alleged irregularities while Bn- 
loe was secretary of the board. 

Dr. Walte’s Charges. 

Gov. Baker also has ignored thus 
far the charges against Enloe of 
irregularities in the admitting of 
uriqualified applicants to board ex- 
aminations for physictan’s licenses 
at a time when Enloe was secre- 
tary. These charges were made tn 
a report by Dr. F. C. Waite of 
Cleveland on a survey of medical 
conditions in Missouri. 

“The Governor has consistently 
ignored the te Committee since 
his election, Chairman Phares 
said, “and has listened only to En- 
loe. 

“tinless the Governor should 
radically modify his attitude te- 
ward the Republican organization, 
and his attitude concerning his 
duties and prerogatives as Govern- 
or of this State, I cannot see how 
any good results could follow a 
meeting of the Republican State 
Committee If that body were to be 
called together to consider what 
Gov. Baker should do with the Dr. 
Enloe affair.” 

“Personal Appointments.” 

“Gov. Baker has proceeded on 
the theory that his election as Gov. 
ernor is a personal matter,” Phares 
added. ‘He repcstediy has declared 
his freedom from party organiza- 
tion control, and has indicated con- 
siderable resentment when any sug- 
gestions have been made as to ap- 
pointments in his administratio 

“Gov. Baker's appointments 
been personal appointments, and 

s appointees have been drawn 
from his circle of personal, frater- 
nal and sectarian associates. Some 
of these appointments have been 
exceptionally happy; others have 
been leas fortunate. But fn no in- 
stance has the Republican State 
organization been consulted, and 
the organization can neither claim 
credit To® the good appointments, 
nor accept responsibility for the 
bad ones.” 

Chairman Phares sald he could 
not agree with Gov. Baker on the 
latter’s theory “concerning the 
title to the office of the State's 
chief executive.” It is recalled that 
in the closing weeks of the cam- 
paign last fall the Republican State 
Committee concentrated ita ‘efforts 
on “saving” Baker. Former Gov. 
Hyde and Chairman Phares as- 
sumed the brunt of the onsiaucht 
on Dr. Arthur W. Nelson, Demo- 
cratic nominee for Governor. 
which consisted largely of charges 
of Ku Kiux Klan membership by 
Pr.

SENATOR BRUNK’S PROMOTION. 


Gov. Baker is more successful in promoting har- 
mony in the prison administration than in the State 
Roard of Health. Harmony in elther case means re 
moval of opposition to Dr. Cortez F. Enloe, whom 
Gov. Baker has chosen to serve in preference to the 
people of the State. Dr. Pnioe is the man who has 
been silent in the face of: published evidences of 
graft in two departments of the State Government. 

At least one of the elements of disharmony in pris- 
on management has been put out of the way. Former 
Senator Larry Brunk, late purchasing agent for the 
prison, has been kicked upstairs. He has been given 
the position of secretary of the Public Service Com- 
mission at an increase of $600 a year in salary. Only 
one obstacle now remains to a prison administration 
of complete subservience to Baker, Enloe and their 
business associates, among whom are prison con- 
tractors, dispensers of prison supplies and fellow 
stockholders in a mining enterprise. That obstacle 
ic John Rurnett. member of the Prison Board and 
Superintendent of Prison Industries. What ts to De 
come of Burnett’ Will he. too, be kicked upstairs” 
Will he be throttled, or, feeling the futility of a lone 
hand against the Bakér steam roller, will he give up 
the struggle” 

Re it said to the credit of the Governor that it Was 
he who last May appointed Brunk as purchasing 
agent to put a check on known extravagances in the 
prison administration. Brunk made revelations of 
sensational significance. He found the board buying 
meat by the ton which could have been purchased for 
3 cents a pound less than was being paid. He found 
he could feed the prisoners on sirlion butts at the 
same cost at which they were being fed cx tails and 
beef hearts. He directed attention to a purchase of 
1000 gallons of disinfectant from the G. A. Fischer 
Drug Co. of Jefferson City at $1.25 a gallon, which, 
he said, was $800 in excess of a proper payment. He 
cited an overcharge of $260 on an $800 bill from the 
Jefferson City Produce Co. He complained that pur- 
chases were being made without competitive bids, 
which, in transactions of $500 or more, is in violation 
of the statutes. 

These disclosures were made in a letter to the 
Prison Board, a copy of which went to Baker In 
conclusion Brunk wrote 

The position of purchasing agent is important 
only in the opportunity it offers for conserving 
the taxpayers’ momey by careful and conscien- 
tious service in the disbursement of State funds. 

The attractiveness of the position would be elim- 

nated unless I were permitted to do this 

In copclusion, must recommend that yrour 
board eliminate from future consideration all 
firms that have shown an inclination to graft 
the State by overcharging for supplies purchased 
from them. 

Following this letter Enloe, Brunk and Burnett 
were called before the Governor and an order was 
issued whereby Brunk and Burnett were to be given 
exclusive charge of their respective departments 
That is why the present elimination of Brunk and 
the bland announcement by Baker that probably no 
successor would be appointed comes as a surprise and 
an indication of a direct reversal of policy by the 
Governor. The same oid board that purchased sup- 
plies before Brunk was appointed is again to be given 
full sway under the directorship of Enloe 

That is what Gov. Baker's promotion of Senator 
Brunk means, and the taxpayers of Missouri clearly |

Ben Tessmer lived and died according to the brutal 
and ruthless code of the 
pierced five times with steel-jacketed bullets of large 
caliber, was found in the flimsy cottage where. per 
haps, he sought te escape for a few brief summer mo- 
ments the tense and deadly atmosphere of gangdom 
Tessmer's arms were folded and his body composed 
im an attitude of sleep. Apparentiy. he never had a 
fighting chance for the life that be badd so often put 
in jeopardy 

Tessmer was 27 years old, an age when most young 
men are just flowering into mature manhood. Yet 
he had already a long record as a police character 
Several times he has been charged with murder, once 
when his wife was found dead beside a wrecked auto 
mobile. again when Nathan Rabbitt. 
law, was shot down in his saloon. Altogether Tessmer 
was arrested 104 times. 

To the police the death of a gangster presents the 
most perplexing probiems. Men like Tessmer livre 
violent lives, and the stroke that kills them may be 
delivered from a score of sources.

OFFICIAL LAWLESSNESS. 
| The experience of two St. Louis business men, Val. ; 


J. Goessling and J. H. Wise. in a restaurant the other 


day raises a question of vital concern to all law-. 
They were subjected to the indig- | 
‘nity of an outrageous and illegal personal search, and 


abiding citizens. 


when they protested they were thrown into the street, 
with a “Get out of here and stay out.” A few minutes 
later. when Wise asked the name of the man who had 
searched and ejected him, the man shouted, “Take him 
along, too.” And Wise was taken along to the police 
holkiover, charged with interfering with an officer, re 
searched and locked in a cell. Subsequently he was 
taken to the Federal building, where the District 
Attorney. who happened to know him, graciously ac 
knowledged he “was not disposed to press the charge 
against you.” 

Mr. Wise had committed no offense. Neither had 
Mr. Goessiing. Ther were in a restaurant. where 
they customarily eat lunch, a place largely patronized 
by business men, when a couple of prohibition agents 
made a raid. The Assistant Prohibition Admin- 
istrator, James Dunn. in charge of enforcement in the 
eastern half of Missouri, admitted to a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch, that his agents had violated the 
letter of the search warrant, but he excused their 
conduct because of the difficulties encountered in 
such work. The violent and most objectionable viola- 
tion of a constitutional guarantee by prohibition 
agents is apparently all right with Mr. James Dunn. 
His agents. obviously, can go as far as they like, 
with the stimulating approval of their boss. The out- 
raged citizen, therefore, can look for no redress from 
this lawless official or his lawless subordinates. 

Moreover, the outraged citizen, apparently, has no 
certain recourse in law. District Attorney Curry, 


when the question was put to him, found a penal | 
section to prevent the infringement of states upon 


the rights of citizens, but this section, so far as he 
knew, had never been invoked to protect citizens 
from the acts of Federal officers. He was uncertain 
as to its applicability in such circumstances. 

Clearly, something must be done, and done quickly, 
to secure citizens in their constitutional right against 
illegal search and seizure and to protect citizens 
from the brutality and indignities of bull-headed pro- 
hibition agents and their acquiescent superiors. Our 
prohibition enforcement officers, high and low, 
should be placed under adequate bonds. so 
that a citizen whose constitutional 
been invaded by these creatures 
legally against them and, where he establishes the 
fact of such personal trespass. can get a collectible 
judgment. That at least is one remedy, and it is im- 
perative, in view of the notorious fact that prohibi- 
tion officers as a class are Doastfylly contemptuous of 
the Constitution where that instrument imaginably 
obstructs their special mission 

Anyhow, there is a limit to the lawlessness offi- 
There is a limit to the humilia- 
tion which self-respecting citizens will submit to from 
the rough-necks and hard-boiled superiors of prohibt- 
tion enforcement. If the Constitution can no longer 
guarantee to citizens the rights which it enunciates 


as inherent in libertr, then indeed: we have come! 


to the end of free, constitutional government. The
